Imperial  Highness,  the  Chief  of  the  General  Staff,  twice,  and 
His  Imperial  Highness,  the  Chief  of  the  Naval  General  Staff,  once. 
The  War  Minister  said  that  he  i-ould  settle  the  issue  neatly  by 
sending  a  largo  force  to  smash  the  opposition  and  then  withdraw 
quickly,  hut  hen  asked,  'Can  you  carry  it  out  as  expected? ', 
the  ./pr  Minister  was  not  ablo  to  give  a  definite  answer."  Such 
is  wh  t  the  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal  told  me. 


On  the  afternoon  of  the  12th,  p  report  came  saving  that 
the  Chinese  Army  would  accept  all  our  demands.  Prior  t*  that, 
when  the  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal  and  the  *ar  Minister 
wore  talking,  an  adjutant  came  and  said,  "A  telegram  has  come 
from  Tientsin  saying,  'Accepted  all  our  demands."  It  is  a 
very  sincere  answer."  It  is  probable  that  the  War  Minister 
did  not  want  to  hear  this  report  in  front  of  the  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Privy  Seal,  but  it  actually  happened. 

Those  demands  were,  the  withdrawal  of  troops,  guarantee  of 
the  futur>,  and  thn  punishment  of  responsible  officers.  The 
officers  of  the  Chinese  Army  are  justifying  themselves  by  saying; 
"Th-*  troops  ere  being  influenced  by  the  Communists." 

In  the  Army,  even  th~  General  Staff  Headquarters  thought,  "'Lot 
ua  make  an  agreement'  was  probably  a  Chinese  attempt  to  make  us 
stop  our  military  preparation."  Thun,  it  seems  that  the  Aroy, 
as  long  as  it  has  decided  to  despatch  troops,  wants  to  put  forth 
more  stringent  demands.

When  I  met  MATSUDaIRA,  he  op  Id:  "accompanied  by  Chief  of  Staff 
Prince  KAK-IH  and  the  Minister  of  War,  1  proceeded  to  the  PalACO  since 
they  doelrod  to  make  an  appeal.  The  Emperor,  thinking  that  the  V/ar 
Minister  had  come  again  to  roqueat  hio  sanction  concerning  the  use  of 
force  in  the  negotiation  of  the  problem  of  the  Soviet -Manchukuo  border 
and  also  thinking  that  it  would  cast  a  reflection  on  their  prestige 
if  they  meet  him  and  do  not  succeed  in  obtaining  hie  sanction,  trans¬ 
mitted  the  following  through  the  Chief  Aide-de-Camp  with  his  deep  and 
sympathetic  feeling:  'If  you  are  coming  by  any  chance  to  obtain  my 
sanction  for  use  of  force,  I  have  no  such  idea  in  mind.

In  spite  of  this  message,  the 
Chief  of  the  General  Staff  and  the  War  Minister  said:  'We  would  still 
like  to  request  an  audience' •  So,  at  11:00  a.m.  the  Emperor  consented: 
'If  that  is  so,  have  them  come.'  The  Emperor  awaited  their  appearance, 
but  they  made  the  Emperor  wait  more  than  an  hour  after  they  had  arrived 
at  the  Palace.

The  Emperor  had 
already  known  this  and  when  the  War  Minister  had  answered:  'Both  Mini¬ 
sters  have  consented, '  the  Emperor  felt  as  if  he  was  deceived  and  with 
an  excited  countenance  he  said:  'The  actions  of  the  Army  in  the  past 
have  been  abominable.  Speaking  of  the  Liutiaokou  case  in  the  Manchukuo 
incident  and  the  doings  at  the  Marco  Polo  Bridge  at  the  beginning  of 
this  incident,  there  wae  absolutely  no  obedience  to  central  orders. 

There  are  infrequent  instances  when  the  methods  used  hate  been  arbJU 
trary  end  sneaky  which  is  altogether  improper  As  my  army.  I  feel  that 
it  is  abominable  in  various  waye.  Nothing  like  that  must  happen  this 
time...'  And  to  the  War  Minister,  he  admonished:  'Hereafter,  you  may 
not  move  one  soldier  without  my  command. '  He  came  out  in  such  a  strong 
tone  that  the  War  Minister  retreated  very  humiliated.  When  the  War 
Minister  came  back,  he  said:  'I  can  never  l*ok  into  the  Emperor's  face 
again.  I  would  definitely  like  to  resign. ' . . 

When  I  met  ZI20  later  that  day,  he  said:  "Why  didn't  the  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Privy  Seal  act  in  conoert  with  the  Premier  and  do  something?  It 
is  disturbing  to  have  the  Emperor  taking  such  point**  actions. "

Although  we  will  not  refrain  from 
boldly  carrying  out  the  policy  deemed  neeess'ry  by  the  Empire  in, 
spite  of  the  inevitable  and  natural , aggravation  'which  will  accompany 
it,  we  will  always  hood  the  actions  of  thr  United  States.  We 
must  plan,  even  by  going  out  of  our  way,  to  avoid  the  increase  ef 
friction. 

■3 .  Regarding  French  Indo-Chin"  and  Hongkong,  the  following 
will  apply; 

a.  Regarding  French  Indo-China  (Kwangchow  Bay  included), 
we  shAll  expect  the  complete  cessation  of  acts  of  assistance  to 
C.-dANG  Kai-Bhek,  and  together  with  this,  they  must  supply  our  troops, 
permit  the  use  of  airfields  and  the  passage  of  troops.  The.v  will 
also  strive  for  the  acquisition  of  raw  materials  necessary  to  the 
Snpiro. 

b.  In  regard  to  Hongkong,  hand  in  hand  with  the  absolute 
cutting-off  of  the  CHIANG-a id  route  in  Burma,  we  must  pt  once 
drivo  strongly  ahead  on  various  schemes  for  the  purpose  of  extermi¬ 
nating  enemy  sympathizers. 

e.  In  regard  to  the  concessions,  togethr  with  planning 
the  extermination  of  enemy  sympathizers,  and  the  withdrawal  of 
troops  of  belligerent  countries,  wo  will  induce  China  to  gradually 
take  these  back. 

4.  In  regard  to  the  7\itch  East  Indies,  we  will  for  the  timo 
being  endeavor  to  secure  vital  resources  through  diplomatic 
measures. 

5.  In  view  of  their  strategic  importance  to  our  national 
dofense,  we  will,  if  at  all  ossibie,  take  measures  to  secure  tho 
return  of  the  former  German  »nd  French  territorial  islands  in  the 
South  Pacific  through  diplomatic  negotiations. 

S.  In  regard  to  other  countries  In  tho  South  Seas,  we  will 
plan  through  friandly  n  'got ie.t ions  to  have  them  cooperate  with  our 
policy. 


Article  III 

In  regard  to  •  guidance  within  the  nation,  while  orge.nizing 
and  guiding  the  various  governmental  agencies  necossary  to  carry  out 
the  above  mentioned  plans,  we  will  accelerate  the  completion  ?f  a 
defensive  nation  which  will  be  able  to  cope  with  any  v/orid  situation. 
For  this  purpose  we  will  endeavor  to  realize  the  following  itoma:

As  the  Government  has  previously  stated  to  the  wojJJ  «n+  of 

has  absolutely  no  territorial  amDicions  in  tne  establishm  nt  f 
an  independent  Government  in  Manchuria .  Since  such  a  statement 
has  been  made  therefore,  to  have  any  connection  at  a31  with  the 
establishment  of  an  independent  Government,  because  it  would 
mean  a  poing  back  /on  this  statement/,  won't  do  at  all.  In  the 
first  place,  not  only  is  it  a  violation  of  the  Nj.ne- Power  Treaty 
but  also  if  it  is  done,  the  whole  world  will  become  our  enemy.
